Mrs. Frank M. Gould’s dependable

TIME MAKER TOPS CHRONICLE'S 
LIST OF VA. SIRES FOR SEPTEMBER 


Espino Sired Second Largest Money Winners With 
Esposa’s Hawthorne Gold Cup Stakes Of 
$10,825 Responsible 


Time Maker, 13-year-old son of The Porter and grandson of Colin who 
ranks among the country’s leading sires of juvenile winners this year and 
stands at David N. Rust’s Rockridge Farm near Leesburg, heads The 
Chronicle’s list of Virginia sires for the month of September, his get having 
accounted for ten races and $25,130 in that month. Of these winning prog- 
eny, five were 2-year-olds. Mrs. F. A. Carreaud’s colt Time Alone contribut- 
ed $11,525 when he won the Eastern Shore Handicap at Havre de Grace on 
the 17th and A. E. Silver’s colt Heather Time added $8,655 in winning the 
Old Colony Stakes at Narragansett on the 5th. 

Second on the list is William Zeigler, jr.’s Espino, whose position thereon 
is due entirely to his 6-year-old daughter Esposa and her performance on 
the 17th when she chalked up $10,825 in accounting for the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup. 

Petee-Wrack is third this time with nine wins to the credit of his progeny 
and a total of $6,170, while *Sun Briar is fourth with eight wins and $6,090. 
*Waygood with nine wins also and $5,275 is fifth, while Pompey, who is 
usually nearer the top, is sixth, having eight wins and $5,130. Others among 
the first ten are: 7th Grand Time, with four wins and $4,420; 8th, *Strolling 
Player, with seven wins and $3,950; 9th *Happy Argo, with five wins and 
$3,300; and 10th Bright Knight, with five wins and $3,125.

Virginia Bred Horses Account 
For $24,220 In Week Of Racing 
On Tracks Of The Nation 


Fully recovered from last year’s 
leg injury, Rough Time, the 4-year- 
old son of Grand Time who staged a 
comeback on August 25 at Narragan- 
sett, clinched his return by scoring 
his second successive victory in the 
Capital Handicap when he hung it 
on Sun Egret and nine more of the 
nation’s best at Laurel last Saturday. 
This victory netted the J. Y. Christ- 
mas gelding $7,075 and,, for defeat- 
ing such top sprinters as Aneroid, 
Clingendaal, Lavengro and Creole 
Maid, establishes him once more in 
ranks he almost fatally deserted 
when he broke a bone in his leg at 
Pimlico last fall. Further he joins 
Prince of Wales, Sation and Billy 
Kelly in being a two-time winner of 
this particular event. 

Among the thirty other sons and 
daughters of Virginia sires who turn- 
ed in winning performances during 
the past week from September 28 
through last Tuesday, accounting for 
$24,220 in all, another 2-year-old 
Time Maker stepped from this year’s 
maiden ranks at Belmont Park on 
September 30 when W. H. Furst’s 
filly Red Hat won a six furlong dash. 

At the same track that day, Lovely 
Night, Mrs. Ambrose Clark’s young 
gelded son of Pilate captured the 
Sultana Handicap, his fifth victory 
this year. The previous day at Rock- 
ingham Park a juvenile daughter of 
Petee Wrack broke her maiden when 
Mrs. W. R. Fleming’s Loveday annex- 
ed a six furlong event, while last 
Saturday William Lipscomb’s Dunlin 
filly Redlin scored her third this sea- 
son, accounting again at Laurel. 


Harvey G. O., 7-year-old son of 
*Waygood from Franedi Stable, scor- 
ed a double at Rockingham Park, 
winning a six furlong dash there on 
September 30 and coming back to 
chalk up another triumph over the 
same distance last Tuesday.

Cheriton, Mr. Dick Hamilton up, was 
fourth after a bad start, a head be- 
hind Mrs. T. H. Andrews’ very long 
shot Scoutallow, Mr. Shepperd up. 

Sandy Woods’ entry of Little Bar 
and Vigilance, last year’s winner, was 
never a factor, and the threat of C. 
Mahlon Kline’s Silver Lance faded 
after the mile post. Silver Lance, 
however, should not be too lightly 
regarded on this effort. One of the 
best colts of the winter steeplechas- 
ing in England he was gelded upon 
his arrival here last spring, and in 
addition to this was making his first 
American start. Further he had nev- 
er run on anything but turf before. 
This gelding may surpass Our Sailor. 

Sandy Woods stable finally enjoy- 
ed the winner’s circle in the last 
event, the Master’s Plate, the two 
and a half mile steeplechase, and this 
was the nicest race that Mrs. Verner 
Z. Reed, Jr. of Pinehurst, could have 
won, for it gave her permanent pos- 
session of the trophy. Sir Gareth 
won in 1935, and Little Hurd and Mr. 
Kerr, Jr. repeated their 1937 tri- 
umph. 

Little Hurd, while obviously the 
best, was hard pressed by Ruthrauff’s 
Hustle, Mr. Woolfe up, and had to 
step the distance in just 40 seconds 
faster time than last year. He had 
three lengths on Hustle at the finish, 
while Adams’ Bell Man, Mr. Jack 
Hamilton up, was another four 
lengths behind for the show.

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ENGLAND’S PRIME MINISTER 


England is a proud nation. Through the years, the British Empire has 
forced its authority upon a great portion of the world’s surface. By con- 
quest, by settlement, by subjection, the flag of the Empire has come to mean 
the authority of the largest and most powerful Empire in the history of the 
world. 

Last week the world witnessed this great land turn aside and wait, while 
another country asserted its authority. A beleaguered prime minister of 
England, paused, hesitated and gave way before the demands of a smaller 
power. The implication of this step formed itself upon men’s consciences, 
penetrated deep into the minds of the world. It was as if, slowly, sonor- 
ously, there had rolled across the land the old saying, ‘“‘The King is Dead, 
Long Live the King.’’ For the British Lion had ceased to roar and men ask- 
ed if a great bulwark of our time was on the decline. 

In this country, men shrugged their shoulders, turned to other tasks and 
said, “if England wants to let Hitler run rough shod over her she will pay 
for it later. It was the worst defeat in the history of the Empire for the 
English went back on their word and failed to fulfill their promise?’ But 
what of that man who headed this Empire in its hour of trial? The ques- 
tion was his to decide. War or Peace? His answer was for Peace. He was 
ready to lay aside all his pride, lay aside the pride of a great nation, lay 
aside honor and glory, lay aside the fame which would have been his as the 
War Time Prime Minister of England. He himself did not have to go to 
war, he did not have to die, it was his to order and command, it was his to 
dismember Germany and strew a nation of Germans across the face of the 
world so that never again would they be able to assert their authority. 

Neville Chamberlain turned away from this. He gave up the role of su- 
preme commander of the British Empire in time of War, and assumed in- 
stead the doubtful role of the man who kept England out of War, the man 
who was willing to let the honor of the Empire fall before the domination 
of a German dictator ready to_risk all in a world wide conflagration. 

In a moment of heat and stress and strain, Prime Minister Chamberlain 
War as a means to settle problems of civili- 
zation must be wiped off the face of the earth. War did not settle Europe’s 
difficulties in 1914 and it would not settle Europe’s problems in 1938. A 
dismembered Germany at the end of years of frightful struggle would be a 
great sore spot in the center of Europe. <A people without a country, a na- 
tion without a flag. Would this have spelled rest in Europe? It would not. 

Modern warfare is not the warfare of other years. War today means the 
obliteration of the earth’s surface, the destruction of towns, of cities, the 
bankruptcy of nations and the massacre, not of thousands of men, but of en- 
tire generations. Is pride, is glory, is even honor worth the price that civi- 
lization would have to pay for the useless murder of the best that civiliza- 
tion has to offer? Granted Hitler was wrong. Granted he is a reckless, 
dangerous egotist bent on carrying Germany to the leadership of the world. 
A defeated Sudetenland is not a catastrophe, while a world at peace is a 


refused to realize but one fact. 


world where progress may continue until at length there is no longer toler- 
ation for men such as Hitler. 

The world we know may not recognize the greatness of England’s Prime 
Minister, but the world would live to regret in blood and agony a war he 
failed to stop at any price. 


AINTREE IN SEPTEMBER

It is surprising to know that there is considerable activity at the 
Liverpool Race Course this time of year, even though there are no flags 
flying, the stands empty and no thoroughbreds thundering down the stretch. 

After taxi-ing out the Ormskirk Road from Liverpool, we turned right 
through a large gate, and winding between several stable buildings and 
hayricks, we found ourselves practically deposited in Mr. Jeffrey’s kitchen 
yard. Unfortunately, this gentleman, who is in charge of the course, and 
lives in a quaint little cottage just across a lane from the starting line, 








was not in. However, Mrs. Jeffrey very kindly gave me the master key to 
all the gates on the course, thereby enabling me to walk the full way round. 


On wandering through the Grandstands, weigh in and saddling en- 
closures, it was interesting to find a number of men painting, brick laying 
and in general keeping the buildings in first class condition. 

Going to the top of the County Stand, the great course lay before 
me flooded in sunshine. At the canal turn, two men could be seen trimming 
and thorning the jump. This was apparently the only activity on the 
course itself, except on the infield, which is leased to a farmer. Here a num- 
ber of men were harvesting a potato crop; another portion was being 
ploughed, while the fresh furrows of rich black soil were covered with 
crows and white pigeons. 

On leaving the stand and beginning the course at “the start’ it was 
interesting to recall that one year 63 left this post, all jumping the first 
two fences without a single fall or refusal. 

From this point there is a slight rise, then a flat stretch straight on 
to the Melling Road which cuts through the course in two places. During 
a race this road is closed to all traffic, and the crossing points are heavily 
turfed so that there is no change in the going conditions the full way 
round. Just beyond the road are the first and second jumps, both of which 
are thorn and under present conditions are about 4 feet high and 2 feet 
through, but when thorned, trimmed and ready, these attentions put about 
6 inches all. 

The third is a rail ditch and thorn fence, making the jump about 7 
feet from the bottom of the ditch. The ditch is about 3 feet wide and the 
rail lays about 6 feet from the jump. 

The fourth and fifth are thorn fences, and between the fifth and 
sixth runs the footpath from the L. & Y. Railroad cutting through the 
full width of the infield. Here a chap was very busy lacing the temporary 
fence 
The sixth is the famous Beecher’s Brook, composed of a rail, fence and 
ditch. This is thorn and just under 4 feet, but with what must seem to 
the jockeys an endless drop on the landing side, with the ditch to clear. 


more over 


The seventh is a rail, and thorn fence with a good stretch on to the 
eight, the Canal Turn. As this was the fence which was being thorned, one 
got a most vivid idea of the solidness of these hazards, and how im- 
possible for a horse to break through. It is clearly a case of‘‘clear it’ or 
“eo down”. This is the most difficult jump, due to the sharp left turn 
on landing. About five years ago there was a deep ditch on the take off 
side, but as ‘“‘Easter Hero’’ came down in this ditch and on scrambling to 
his feet went left handed causing some five horses to fall, the ditch was 
then filled and has excellent turf for the take off. A fine brick and concrete 
stand was erected at this jump last year. 

A very large and tame hare hopped across the course just inside 
the wings stopping occasionally to nibble the lush sweet clover and thick 
grass with which the whole course is covered. The two men who were 
working at the canal turn told me that a good number of hares live on 
the course, and in the Spring, when the moon is full, the young ones 
can be seen hopping everywhere. 

Directly opposite on the canal, was anchored a repair barge with a 
number of men setting stone slabs in. I understand that one year, not 
long before a race, part of the dyke gave way and there was great anxiety 
as to how seriously a portion of the course would be flooded. Fortunate- 
ly the race did not have to be postponed. 

The ninth is Valentine’s Brook, made up of rail, thorn fence and 
brook, its proportions being about the same as Beecher’s. Just here is 
Lord Sefton’s stand which commands an excellent view of this great jump 
and the Canal Turn, as well as the stretch on East to the Anchor Bridge. 

The tenth is a thorn fence; the eleventh rail, ditch and thorn; and the 
twelfth, rail fence and ditch. 

From the Canal Turn to Anchor Bridge, where the course is’ cut 
again by the Melling Road, it runs parallel with the canal. Just before 
unlocking the big gates, a barge came sliding by with its gaily painted 
bow, stern and rudder, and was drawn by a very old and handsome 
Clydesdale, who moved sedately down the tow path with the Blue Anchor 
Hotel in the background. 

From the twelfth to the thirteenth there is a long stretch and gradual 
turn (with only the road cutting through), the thirteenth and fourteenth 
both being thorn fences of the usual proportions. 

Then comes the water jump, the fifteenth, which is high, wide, deep 
and formidable, and is placed just in front of the County, Aintree, Prospect 
and Tattersall Stands. 


The course here takes a turn left, and on to the second time round, 
making 30 jumps in about four miles. 


On giving back the key I found Mr. Jeffrey had returned, and after 
signing the guest book, he very kindly showed me some of the stables 
with their comfortable boxes and the names of the winners painted on 
the doors of those they had occupied. A carpenter’s shop, full of wings, 
rails and sundry equipment. was presided over by a little old white haired 
cockney who was full of National yarns, past and present. 

The whole place shows its great care and interest, together with 
an air of expectancy for the great races yet to come and a deep appreciation 
of the great hearted winners and starters of the past. 

It is interesting to know that the day after the Grand National there 
is a foxhunters’ steeplechase over the identical course. The starters are made 
up of purely hunting horses and are ridden by amateurs in a thoroughly 
hunting manner. It is a great race and all done in the sportiest kind of way!

Squire Lewis E. Waring, of Rum- 
son, New York and other points ap- 
pearing on the compass, is very busy 
now arranging for the annual fall 
meeting of the United Hunts, sched- 
uled at Belmont Park, on Election 
Day, November 8th. As this meet offi- 
cially closes Belmont Park, thus mak- 
ing it the outstanding sporting and 
social event in the steeplechase 
world, Squire Waring is more anxious 
than ever this fall, to show the best 
list of entries in years, and the larg- 
est and smartest gallery that ever 
attended a United Hunts Meet. 


At a recent meeting Raymond 
Guest, the youthful President, who 
divides his time between polo on 
Long Island and fox-hunting in Vir- 
ginia, announced that there would be 
no purse under $1,000 at the fall 
meet. The Cherry Malotte, one of 
the favorite races had been increased 
from $1,000 to $1,500, and The 
Richard Peters Challenge Cup, had 
jumped from $800 to $1,000. The 
Temple Gawthmey Memorial Steeple- 
chase Handicap, still retained a purse 
of $2,500. This race of 2% miles 
over brush is considered one of the 
best brush races in America. In the 
fourteen years of its existence, no 
brush race has boasted of greater or 
better horses. Among the famous 
horses that have been winners are: 
Fairmount, a three-time winner, Mac- 
Carthy Moore and Are Light, all own- 
ed by J. E. Widner; Chenango, own- 
ed by Thomas Hitchcock, Sr.; Mrs. 
Gwladys Whitney’s Blot; Merrall 
MacNeill’s St. Francis, who holds the 
record, and Sailor Beware and Jungle 
King, owned by Mrs. Payne Whitney. 
The first winner of this event was 
Robert C. Winmill’s Surf. 


During the past summer and early 
fall Squire Waring has_ traveled 
about considerably in his official ca- 
pacity, that of the Dean of Horse 
Show Judges. He has taken keen in- 





terest in looking into the business 
end of the various horse shows, al- 
Ways with the view of using the new 
and novel angles for the bettering 
of United Hunts. A few weeks ago 
The Squire visited Woodstock, Ver- 
mont, as a guest of those sporty 
Green Mountain horsemen, who put 
on the Annual 100-Mile Trail Ride. 
The trip and that went along with it 
certainly did impress him. There 
was the horse, primed to perfection, 
the stabling, the best any one could 
desire; the company, none better to 
be desired; the entertainment every 
evening, and the huge stacks of 
‘“‘wheats’”’ with native maple syrup 
every morning before starting the 
ride, really did give the United Hunts 
Secretary and Treasurer something 
to write home about. In fact he un 
consciously became an author, and 
vulled a Rudyard Kipling off on his 
friend ‘‘Sammy” Taylor, of Rider and 
Driver. 

Writing to Mr. Taylor a friendly

BOSTON BAKED BEANS

will burst when you blow on them. 
Get two pieces of bacon, cut 4 inches 
square and get the butcher to cut 
through the rind every inch across, 
and up and down.

Pour in your beans and bury 
the other piece in the top, leaving 
the rind sticking out a litte way. Mix 
1 tablespoon of salt, 3 tablespoons of

“HORSE-STOP LAWS” 
STILL IN EFFECT 
IN MANY STATES 

“If one day you are driving along a 
New York highway and see a person 
signal by raising his hand when “‘rid- 
ing, leading, or driving a horse or 
horses, or other draft animal,’’ you 
must immediately bring your vehicle 
to a stop and permit the horse to pass 
in safety. Furthermore, if the horse 
appears badly frightened you must 
turn off your motor until the restive 
equine is out of the danger-zone.”’ 

“At least, that is what you are 
supposed to do under existing law in 
New York and 26 other states. These 
“‘horse-stop laws’’ were adopted back 
at the turn of the century, when the 
motor vehicle was a newcomer on the 
highway and more than half the stat- 
es have failed to wipe these off the 
books, despite the fact that the horse 
has practically disappeared from the 
main traffic arteries.’’ 

Seems a bit ironic, too, doesn’t it 
that in the same paper, readers are 
told to ‘‘Come Back to Old Virginia’”’, 
with that deprecating attitude to- 
ward the horse and the simple cour- 
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tesies required for the very “safety” 
they are harping on! 

I don’t think this Connecticut AAA 
Editor realizes how much good he 
could have done, had he treated hig 
material for this story as it shoulg 
have been.
